Peace negotiations with the striking shopmen were ap­ 
parently suspended, although the union executive council met 
to discuss further plans.

T is a modern human characteristic to be hazy about dates and comparatively few per­ 
sons retain assured recollections of events that are gone by any considerable length of 
time. This observation was inspired a few days ago by an argument in the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms over the age of the Sedalia Savings and Loan Association and as 
to just when it was organized. 


The records of incorporation show that this organization was chartered July 2, 
1913, just a little over nine years ago, and it would seem to be permissible in this connection 
to briefly refresh the memories of Sedalians about the personnel of those responsible for the 
formation of what has become one of the City’s solid and worth while institutions. 


Early in May, 1913, on the suggestion of Mr. W. W. Herold to the Directors of the 
Sedalia Boosters’ Club (the predecessor of the Chamber of Commerce) that the City needed 
and should organize a Building and Loan Association to facilitate home owning by wage 
earners and those of moderate means.

It will be remembered that in years gone by several similar 
organizations had existed here and most of them failed which left a bad taste in the mouths 
of a great many people but Messers. Herold and Carroll persisted in their canvass and within 
a short time had enrolled sufficient stock to justify organizing with a capital of $250,000 in 
shares of $100 each. Reference to the charter of the organization shows as the personnel 
of the first set of Officers and Directors the following named persons: 
President, S. E. 
Spencer (now deceased); V. Pres. Ira E. Melton; Sec’y. W. W. Herold; Treas. M. V. Car­ 
roll and Directors W. W. Barrett, C. H. Bothwell, Leo Bloess, E. G. Cassidy, C. C. Evans, 
E. H. Harris, R. F. Harris, Sylvain Kahn, Ira E. Melton, S. E. Spencer and P. G.- Stafford. 


Most of the original Board of Directors are still in the service of the organization. 
About two years ago it became necessary to increase the Capital Stock to $500,000 and it is 
possible that within the near future that it will again be increased and this time to $1,000,000. 
It has a remarkable showing to its credit in that during all of its nine years of existence it 
has never had to take over a single piece of property on which it had a loan. 
In the nine 
years of its existence it has never had a foreclosure or a loss.
